Perſons (except only ſuch Perſons, as 
are therein mentioned and deſcribed) 
within the Shires of Dunbartain, on the 
North Side of the Water of Leven Hir-

ling, on the North Side of the River of 
Forih, Ferth, Nincdirdin, Aberdeen, Iu- 
derueſe, Nairn, Cromarty, Argyle, Forfar, 
Bamff, Sutherland, Caithneſs, Elgin, and 
Ros, to have in his or their Cuftody, 
ule or bear Broad Sword or Target, Poy- 
nard, Whingar or Durk, Side Piſtol or 
Side Piſtols, or Gun, or any other War- 
like Weapons, in the Fields, or in the 
Way coming or going to, from, or at 
any Church, Market, Fair, Burials, 
Huntings, Meetings, or any other Oc- 
calion whatſoever, within the Bounds 
aforeſaid, or to come into the Low Coun- 
tries armed as aforeſaid: And in caſe a- 
ny of the ſaid Perſon or Perſons above 
deſcribed ſhould have in his Cuſtody, 
uſe or hear Arms, otherwiſe than in the 
ſaid Act was directed, every ſuch Per- 
ſion or Perſons ſo offending, being there- 
of lawfully convicted before One or more 
Juſtices of the Peace, or before any o- 
ther Judge Competent of the Place ſum- 
marily, ſhould, for the Firſt Offence, 
forfeit all ſuch Arms, and be liable to a 
Fine not exceeding Forty Pounds Ster- 
Iing, and not under Five Pounds Sterling, 
and to be impriſoned till Payment of the 
ſaid Fine, which, if not inſtantly paid 
after Commitment, the ſaid Fine might 
and ſhould be levied out of the Offen- 
ders Goods and Eſtate, by Warrant of 
the Judge, who. ſhould pronounce any 
ſach Sentence, to be applied in = 

an-

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Manner, as by the ſaid Act was directed, 
and the Offender ſhould be further liable 
to a Months Impriſonment; and, being 
convicted for a Second Offence, before 
the Court of Juſticiary, or before the 
Judges at their Circuits, ſhould forfeit 
ſuch Arms, and be liable to a Fine not 
exceeding Eighty Pounds Herling, nor 
under Ten Pounds Herlinn; and for every 
ſubſequent Offence, to a Fine the Double 
of the farmer, to be levied and applied,as 
by the ſaid Act is directed; and that, for 
the want of Payment of any ſuch Fine, or 
a ſufficient Diſtreſs to ſatisfie the Pay- 
ment of it, the Offender ſhould be f 
able to be Tranſported to any of His 
Majeſty's Plantations beyond the Seas, 
there to remain for the Space of Seven 
Years, as by the ſaid Act, relation be- 
ing thereunto had, may at large appear. 
And whereas, notwithſtanding the ſaid 
recited Act, many Perſons within the 


ſaid ſeveral Shires and Bounds ftiil con- 


tinue poſſeſſed of great Quantities of 
Arms and Warlike Weapons, which 
they uſe and bear as formerly, and there- 
with, in Contempt and Defiance of the 
Laws of the Kingdom, commit many 
Robberies and Depredations, opp»ſe the 
due Execution of Juſtice againſt Rob- 
bers, Ontlaws, and Perſons Attainted of 
High Treaſon for the late unnatural Re- 
be lion, and collect, for their own Uſe, 
the Rents of Eſtates forfeited by ſuch

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Attainted Perſons, and belonging to the 
Publick, to the Diſhonour of the Go- 
vernment, and the Terror and great 
Leſs of His Majeſty's faithful Subjects 
inhabiting in that Part of the Kingdom : 
Now, for putting a Stop to the ſaid pre- 
ſent Miſchiefs, and for preventing the
